WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
T he S uprem e C ourt has 
agreed to review a case that 
could bring about a long­ 
aw aited ruling on the con­ 
stitu tio n a lity 
of 
topless 
dancing. 
At issue is a federal court 
i n j u n c t i o n 
b l o c k i n g 
prosecution of a topless bar 
owner in North Hempstead, 
N J . 
Terpsichorean toplessness 
is one of those gray areas in 
our n ational c h a rte r. In 
drafting the document, the 
Founding Fathers did not 
specifically uphold the right 
to dance topless. But neither 
did they specifically ban it. 
Thus it 
falls upon 
the 
Suprem e Court to recon­ 
struct as best it can how the 
fram ers of the Constitution 
m ight have view ed this 
m atter. And it’s about tim e. 
Patrons of go go 
clubs 
com plain that 
nothing 
is 
m ore 
fru stra tin g 
th an 
watching a topless dancer 
and not knowing whether 
what 
they are seeing 
is 
constitutional. 


“ It really gets to you after 
a while,” one go-go devotee 
told me. “ You become so 
d istra c te d 
by 
th e 
co n ­ 
stitu tio n a l question, you 
can ’t keep your mind on the 
dancers.” 


I asked Seymour Quiddle, 
a recognized authority on 
constitutional law, to explain 
the legal ram ifications of the 
case. 
“ The basic point the court 
m ust consider is whether 
topless dancers are covered 
by the 1st A m endm ent,” he 
said. 
“Since dancing is a form of 


expression, it may be argued 
that it is included in the right 
of free speech. By that in­ 
terpretation, banning topless 
dancing would be an un­ 
constitutional abridgm ent of 
one of our basic rights. 
“ On the other hand, anti- 
topless 
a tto rn e y s 
u n ­ 
doubtedly will contend that 
the free speech am endm ent 
is not relevant because no 
words are used in dancing. 
“If a dancer had a tattoo in 
the topless area, if she hung 
signs on her torso or applied 
bum per stickers, the first 
argum ent would carry more 
weight. 
“ That is particularly true 
if the ta tto o s, sig n s or 
bum per 
stic k e rs 
bore 
political m essages —’Elect 
Stassen,’ or something of the 
sort. 
“ Then it could clearly be 
shown 
tjhat 
a 
ban 
on 
toplessness infringed on the 
dancer’s political freedom. 
“ But as long as they ap­ 
p ear to tally b are , th e ir 
constitutional protection is 
far less clear cut.”

said, 
“Why

the 
Founding F athers om it this 
im portant point when they 
w ere 
w ritin g 
th e

“ They w ere having enough 
trouble agreeing on sta te s’ 
rig h ts ,” Q uiddle rep lied .
